Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particxilarly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the appUcant regards as his 
invention. 

Claims 36 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
appHcant regards as the invention. 

The sulfate (for R3) is improper for reasons given previously. Applicants argimients 
as stated previously are unpersuasive, and appHcants present no new ones win the current 
response. Thus, an impasse has been reached on this issue. 

It is noted that 09640653 is abandoned; the continuation case 10994962 presents no 
conflict because the P-moiety is located at a different position.
